I think one thing that caused the near-demise of wrinkle paint was just 

that manufacturers want to change finishes from time to time to make things 
look more "modern". There was the time when everything was wrinkle paint, 
then there was "hammertone" for a while. Rack cabinets were square cornered, 
then ball cornered for a while, now they are square again but have a more 
complicated layered appearance. 


Another thing was development of paint technology. I remember when Teletype 
used gray-green wrinkle as the standard finish; then textured vinyl came in 
and replaced the wrinkle. Textured vinyl was/is a very tough finish, 

and unlike wrinkle you can wipe it clean. 


But even companies that don't have to compete in the style-conscious 
marketplace change their paint finishes from time to time. Western Electric 
started out with a semigloss black finish for telephone equipment, then 

went to aluminum paint with a texture, not exactly wrinkle but more like 
"orange peel" from spray painting. Then they went to smooth gray. 

The C.A.A./F.A.A. started out with black wrinkle, then went to a gray-green 
wrinkle matching Teletype's, and I think now they use a smooth brown and 
beige finish. 


How about the old General Radio finish that looks somewhat like grained 
black leather? 


Gee, we could start a whole collection of ideas on old paint finishes and 
how to reproduce them. Anybody for hand-grained simulated wood? (That was 
another old Teletype finish, popular in the '3Qs).
